Senate  committee  approves  transportation  budget 


FRANKFORT  (AP)  —  A  $4.5  bil¬ 
lion  transportation  budget  cleared 
the  Senate  Appropriations  and  Rev¬ 
enue  Committee  on  Thursday,  but 
not  before  Republicans  inserted 
language  that  would  restore  nearly 
$50  million  in  road  construction 
projects  that  had  been  vetoed  by 
Democratic  Gov.  Steve  Beshear. 

Appropriations  and  Revenue 
Committee  Chairman  Bob  Leeper 
cited  a  “fit  of  conscience”  for  his 
push  to  restore  the  money,  saying 


Beshear  unfairly  removed  the  proj¬ 
ects  earlier  this  week.  The  projects 
were  all  in  the  district  of  Beshear’s 
chief  Republican  rival,  Senate 
President  David  Williams. 

“I’m  a  firm  believer  in  trying  to 
do  the  right  thing,  and  I  don’t  think 
that  was  the  right  thing,”  said 
Leeper,  an  independent  from  Padu¬ 
cah. 

The  appropriations  bill,  which  in¬ 
cludes  funding  to  widen  interstate 
highways  and  expand  airports,  now 


advances  to  the  Senate  floor  for  a 
planned  vote  on  Friday. 

Since  Monday,  lawmakers  have 
been  meeting  in  a  special  legisla¬ 
tive  session  that’s  costing  taxpayers 
about  $60,000  a  day.  Beshear  called 
them  back  to  Frankfort  to  pass  the 
transportation  budget  and  a  bill  in¬ 
tended  to  curb  prescription  drug 
abuse  after  they  concluded  the  reg¬ 
ular  annual  session  without  doing 
so. 

The  drug  bill  is  tentatively  set  for 


votes  in  the  Senate  Judiciary  Com¬ 
mittee  and  on  the  Senate  floor 
today. 

Beshear  has  sharply  criticized 
Williams  in  recent  days,  charging 
that  his  unwillingness  to  pass  a 
transportation  budget  in  a  regular 
legislative  session  that  ended  last 
week  forced  the  special  session 
that  has  cost  some  $240,000  so  far. 

The  Senate  had  refused  to  pass 
the  transportation  budget  until 
Beshear  signed  the  road  construc¬ 


tion  plan.  Neither  side  was  willing 
to  budge  before  time  ran  out  in  the 
regular  session. 

As  leaders  in  their  respective 
parties,  Williams  and  Beshear  have 
been  at  odds  for  years.  Beshear  has 
pushed  unsuccessfully  to  oust 
Williams  as  Senate  president  by 
trying  to  elect  enough  Democrats 
to  overturn  the  GOP  majority. 
Beshear  has  even  appointed  Re¬ 
publican  senators  to  lucrative

pilot 

program

Winchester  Municipal 
Utilities  officials  will  decide 
how  to  move  forward  with 
the  Holiday  Hills  recycling 
program  after  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  study  of  the  utility’s 
solid  waste  operations  is 
complete,  officials  said  at  a 
WMU  Commission  meeting 
Thursday. 

“With  the  information  col¬ 
lected  during  the  pilot  proj¬ 
ect  as  well  as  other  factors 
in  the  rapidly  changing  solid 
waste  market,  the  WMU 
Commission  has  determined 
that  a  comprehensive  study 
of  the  solid  waste  utility  is 
warranted,”  read  a  letter 
drafted  to  Holiday  Hills  cus¬ 
tomers  from  WMU  General 
Manager  Mike  Flynn.  The 
letter  has  not  been  mailed 
yet. 

Flynn  said  512  of  the  539 
households  in  Holiday  Hills 
signed  up  for  the  service 
since  it  started  on  Aug.  5, 
2011.  Even  though  that

A  group  of  Clark  County 
students  will  take  the  stage 
at  Leeds  Theatre  next  week 
to  educate  the  public  on 
the  dangers  of  underage 
drinking. 

The  Clark  County  Agency 
for  Substance  Abuse  Policy 
and  George  Rogers  Clark 
Youth  Network  will  put  on 
“‘Not  my  kid!’  Why  Not?” 
from  7  to  9  p.m  on  Friday, 
April  27.  The  play  is  a  first 
for  the  youth  network,  said 
ASAP  coordinator  Janna 
Smith,  and  is  staged  in  con¬ 
junction  with  Alcohol 
Awareness  Month. 

“They  developed  an  idea 
and  we  just  took  off  with 
that  idea  and  created  this 
play  about  different  situa¬ 
tions  that  teens  get  them¬ 
selves  into  when  they  drink 
at  a  party,”  Smith  said. 

“And  so  they’re  really  ex¬ 
cited  about  doing  that  play 
for  everyone.  And  with  it 
being  at  Leeds  then  they 
get  to  be  up  on  stage,  so  it’s 
fun  for  them.” 


Kayla  Harrison,  a  senior 
at  GRC  and  member  of  the 
youth  network,  said  the 
group  is  “trying  to  show  the 
dangers  of  different  situa¬ 
tions  you  can  go  through 
when  you’re  under  the  in¬ 
fluence.” 

During  one  part  of  the 
play,  GRC  sophomore 
Matthew  Omohundro’s 
character  goes  to  a  party 
where  he  is  convinced  to 
drink.  He  ends  up  getting 
sick  because  of  it,  he  said. 

Due  to  the  attention  on 
prescription  drug  abuse  in 
the  nation,  Smith  said,  the 
issue  of  underage  drinking 
gets  put  on  the  backburner 
at  times. 

“In  the  media,  prescrip¬ 
tion  drugs  is  issue  number 


one  right  now,  but 
teenagers  most  of  the  time 
will  start  with  alcohol  and 
work  their  way  into  other 
substances,”  she  said.  “We 
felt  like  it  would  be  a  good 
month  to  really  highlight 
underage  drinking  and  how 
it’s  still  an  issue  because 
more  teens  drink  alcohol 
than  use  tobacco  or  mari¬ 
juana.” 

Following  the  play,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  youth  network 
will  give  a  presentation  on 
alcopops,  or  alcoholic  en¬ 
ergy  drinks.  Two  current 
Clark  County  Drug  Court 
participants,  Josh  Bryant 
and  Amanda  Palmer,  will 
share  their  story  of  addic¬ 
tion.

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many  people  signed  up  for 
the  service,  Flynn  said,  that 
doesn’t  mean  that  many 
people  have  actually  used 
the  service. 

Mayor  Ed  Burtner,  who 
lives  in  Holiday  Hills,  esti¬ 
mated  that  the  number  of 
people  actually  using  the 
service  was  much  lower. 

“And  somehow  or  an¬ 
other,  you  need  to  get  the 
point  across  to  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  that  it’s  important 
that  they  participate,  that 
they  use  the  service.  And 
that  if  they  don’t  use  the 
service,  that  that’s  not  a 
good  thing,”  he  said.  “I 
mean  it’s  certainly  not  a 
good  thing  in  terms  of  the 
utility  community  trying  to 
make  this  work  and  make  it 
happen.” 

Just  25  percent  of  the 
Holiday  Hills  customers  are 
actually  using  the  recycling 
service,  Burtner  estimated, 
and  that  point  should  be 
stressed  in  the  final  letter 
sent  out. 

“We  need  to  have  more 
participation  from  you 
(customers).  And  I  don’t 
know  how  it  could  be  any 
(easier),”  he  said.  “We  give 
them  a  Curbit.  It’s  single 
stream.  It’s  picked  up  once 


a  week.  We  need  to  try  and 
encourage  people  to  use 
the  service.” 

WMU  Commissioner 
Betty  Berryman  said  WMU 
officials  need  to  work  on 
doing  more  public  relations 
about  the  program. 

According  to  the  letter,  a 
total  of  46.92  tons  of  recy- 
clables  have  been  collected 
from  Aug.  5  to  March  30. 
Cash  receipts  for  this  mate¬ 
rial  from  the  Bluegrass  Re¬ 
gional  Recycling  Corp., 
where  WMU  sells  its  recy- 
clables,  have  totaled 
$12,359.12. 

Landfill  savings,  the  let¬ 
ter  states,  have  totaled 
$882.10.  From  the  Holiday 
Hills  neighborhood  during 
this  time,  a  total  of  297.88 
tons  of  material  was  land- 
filled. 

The  utility  is  asking  for 
proposals  from  professional 
consulting  firms  to  review 
the  efficiency  of  existing 
operations  and  to  review 
the  financial  operations  of 
the  utility.  The  consultant 
will  also  be  expected  to  at¬ 
tend  a  “kickoff  meeting” 
and  three  regular  review 
meetings  with  WMU  staff 
and  the  commission  during 
the  study.

Gerald  Neal,  D- 
Louisville,  said  he’s  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  impression 
voters  have  been  left  with 
after  “this  odyssey”  un¬ 
folded.

So,  if  we  can 
delay  these  kids  from  drink¬ 
ing  until  they  get  a  little  bit 
older,  are  more  mature,  then 
they  may  not  have  a  depend¬ 
ence  on  alcohol  when  they 
get  older.”

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and  incentive  programs. 
Forty-four  Kentucky  high 
schools  currently  participate 
in  the  program. 

Winners  receive  $2,000 
and  an  expenses-paid  trip  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  May  23-26 
for  the  awards  diner. 

Criteria  used  to  select  the 
winners  is  based  almost  en¬ 
tirely  on  AP  test  scores, 
specifically  the  percent  pass 
rate  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  who 
passed  compared  to  the  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

In  the  past  five  years,  the 
number  of  students  taking 
AP  classes  at  GRC  has  in¬ 
creased  dramatically. 

Five  years  ago,  only  three 
students  passed  the  AP  cal¬ 
culus  exam.  That  number 
went  up  to  34  students  two 
years  ago,  and  climbed  to  62 
students  last  year,  and  Parks 
said  he  expects  at  least  80 
students  to  pass  the  exam 
this  year. 

Those  increases  helped 
Parks  win  the  award,  but  he 
was  quick  to  give  the  credit 
to  his  students  and  fellow 
teachers. 


“Like  a  lot  of  successess 
that  seem  to  happen 
overnight,  all  the  AP  score 
increases  at  GRC  are  the  re¬ 
sult  of  a  lot  of  people  work¬ 
ing  together  over  the  past 
few  years  —  counselors,  ad¬ 
ministrators,  teachers  for 
the  pre-AP  courses  and, 
most  importantly,  the  stu¬ 
dents,”  Parks  said.  “I’m  flat¬ 
tered  to  be  receiving  credit 
for  the  scores,  but  I’ve  never 
once  taken  an  AP  exam.  The 
students  take  the  exam,  so 
they’re  the  ones  who  handle 
the  pressure  and  stress  of 
taking  it  and  preparing  for 
it.  I’m  really  proud  of  what 
they’ve  accomplished.” 

Clark  Schools  Superin¬ 
tendent  Elaine  Farris  said 
she  was  proud  of  the  work 
all  the  AP  teachers  have 
done  to  get  more  students 
involved  in  taking  AP  classes 
at  the  high  school,  and  said 
Parks  epitomizes  the  work 
going  on  at  GRC. 

“Steven  Parks  is  a  gifted 
teacher.  His  classroom  is  a 
place  where  students  want 
to  learn  and  perform  at  their 
optimal  ability.  He  delivers 
instruction  that  engages  his 
students  and  creates  in¬ 
structional  tasks  that  are 
relevant  but  rigorous,”  Far¬ 


ris  said.  “He  teaches  and 
provides  structure  in  his 
classroom  to  ensure  the  aca¬ 
demic  success  of  his  stu¬ 
dents.  He  is  truly  a  master 
teacher  and  we  are  blessed 
to  have  him  teaching  our 
students.” 

Parks  said  AdvanceKy  and 
the  math  and  science  initia¬ 
tives  have  made  more  stu¬ 
dents  realize  they  too  can 
take  AP  classes. 

“Most  importantly,  Ad¬ 
vanceKy  has  helped  our 
school  re-think  what  it 
means  to  be  an  AP  student,” 
Parks  said.  “We  have  more 
students  taking  the  AP 
classes  right  now  than  ever 
before,  more  students  pass¬ 
ing  AP  exams  than  ever  be¬ 
fore,  and  in  my  opinion, 
more  students  better  pre¬ 
pared  for  college  than  ever 
before.” 


Parks  said  the  award  has 
made  him  “really  appreciate 
the  opportunity  to  work  at 
GRC  and  to  work  with  young 
people  who  are  incredibly 
driven  and  intelligent,”  and 
he  doesn’t  think  this  will  be 
the  last  award  the  school 
will  receive. 

“There  are  a  lot  of  very  tal¬ 
ented  teachers  teaching  AP 
courses  right  now  and  I  re¬ 
ally  think  we’ll  have  another 
NMSI  teacher  of  the  year 
winner  next  year,”  Parks 
said.  “It’s  really  a  good  time 
to  be  an  AP  student  at  GRC.” 

Parks  has  been  teaching 
at  GRC  for  seven  years.  He 
and  his  wife  Jen  have  three 
children,  Michael,  6,  Joseph, 
4,  and  Hadley,  2.

GSA  Vegas 
conference 
only  tip  of 
the  iceberg 

WASHINGTON  —  You  knew  govern¬ 
ment  bureaucrats  were  living  large 
when  they  hired  a  medium.  And 
this  mind  reader  who  helped  government 
workers  communicate  with  the  dead  was  just 
the  beginning  of  the  scandal  involving  the 
General  Services  Administration’s  $823,000 
spending  spree  in  Las  Vegas.  There  was  also 
the  $75,000  bicycle-building  exercise,  the 

clown  show,  1,000  sushi 
rolls  at  $7  a  pop,  $6,325 
spent  on  commemora¬ 
tive  coins,  $8,130  for 
souvenir  books  and  300 
helpings  of  “Boursin 
Scalloped  Potato  with 
Barolo  Wine  Braised 
Short  Ribs”  at  $5  each. 

Jeffrey  Neely,  the  offi¬ 
cial  responsible  for  the 
Dana  Milbank  2010  soiree  said  he 

wanted  his  conference 
to  be  “over  the  top.”  By  all  accounts,  he 
achieved  his  goal,  and  now  the  party’s  over. 

Neely  was  hauled  before  the  House  Over¬ 
sight  and  Government  Reform  Committee  on 
Monday  afternoon  for  the  first  of  several  con¬ 
gressional  hearings  about  the  GSA  scandal. 
He  listened  as  lawmakers  and  former  col¬ 
leagues  denounced  his  activities  —  and  then 
answered  by  taking  the  Fifth. 

“Mr.  Neely,  what  is  your  title  at  GSA?” 
asked  Chairman  Darrell  Issa,  R-Calif. 

Neely,  who  had  demanded  “theatrical  tal¬ 
ent”  at  his  conference,  got  to  demonstrate 
his  own.  “Mr.  Chairman,  on  the  advice  of 
counsel,  I  respectfully  decline  to  answer 
based  upon  my  Fifth  Amendment  constitu¬ 
tional  privilege.” 

“Mr.  Neely,  did  you  attend  the  2010  West¬ 
ern  Regional  Conference  in  Las  Vegas?” 

“Mr.  Chairman,  on  the  advice  of  counsel,  I 
respectfully  decline  to  answer  based  upon  my 
Fifth  Amendment  constitutional  privilege,” 
repeated  the  witness. 

Issa  continued  to  press,  assuring  Neely 
“just  a  few  more”  questions,  as  though  he 
were  a  dentist  completing  drilling  on  a  pa¬ 
tient.  He  finally  excused  the  witness  and 
asked  him  to  “remain  for  the  remainder  of 
the  hearing”  in  a  back  room.  But  Neely  had 
no  interest.  Instead,  slipped  out  a  back  door, 
and  reporters  and  camera  crews  gave  chase. 
Fox  News’  Chad  Pergram  and  other  reporters 
followed  Neely  into  an  elevator  and,  ignoring 
his  lawyer’s  demands  that  they  disperse,  con¬ 
tinued  to  pepper  him  with  questions.  Among 
them:  “Will  you  apologize?” 

“No  comment”  was  all  Neely  said. 

He  had  rather  more  to  say  when  planning 
the  conference.  According  to  emails  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  hearing,  Neely  offered  to  pay 
for  personal  friends  to  come  have  a  “blast”  on 
the  government’s  dime.  “I  know.  I  am  bad,” 
he  wrote.  “But  as  Deb  (his  wife)  and  I  say 
often,  why  not  enjoy  it  while  we  have  it  and 
while  we  can.  Ain’t  going  to  last  forever.” 

He  had  that  right.  “Well,  Mr.  Neely,  it  stops 
now,”  thundered  Rep.  Elijah  Cummings  of 
Maryland,  the  committee’s  ranking  Democ¬ 
rat,  who  was  particularly  offended  that 
Neely’s  wife,  “ordered  thousands  of  dollars’ 
worth  of  food  at  taxpayer  expense.” 

Committee  Democrats  and  GSA  officials 
portrayed  Neely  as  a  bad  apple.  Meanwhile, 
Republicans  labored  to  turn  what  happened 
in  Vegas  into  an  administration-wide  scandal. 
“As  I  look  through  this,  there’s  no  wonder 
that  the  American  people  have  lost  faith  in 
their  government,”  harrumphed  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  Rep.  Mike  Kelly. 

“I  want  indictments!”  bellowed  Rep.  Trey 
Gowdy  of  South  Carolina.  With  a  preacher’s 
fervor,  he  compared  the  bureaucrats  unfavor¬ 
ably  with  their  biblical  forbears.  “The  tribes 
of  Israel  sent  12  scouts  into  the  Promised 
Land  before  they  decided  to  invade,  and  GSA 
has  to  send  15  to  Las  Vegas  to  check  out  a 
hotel?  Do  you  not  see  the  outrage?” 

This  outrage  was  undercut  by  a  fellow  Re¬ 
publican,  Rep.  James  Lankford  of  Oklahoma, 
who  argued  that  “there  was  something  that 
was  happening  that  was  very  unique”  at  the 
Las  Vegas  event.  Indeed,  it  is  not  every  gov¬ 
ernment  event  where  the  “artisanal  cheese” 
is  $19  per  person  and  the  commemorative 
coins  cost  $20  apiece.  Or  where  they  make  a 
rap  video  joking  about  what  their  congres¬ 
sional  overseers  would  have  to  say  about 
their  excess.  Why  did  they  do  this? 

“I  have  no  idea  what  Mr.  Neely  was  think¬ 
ing,”  said  one  witness. 

Maybe  they  should  hire  a  mind  reader.

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Pomp  and  circumstance 


It’ll  be  quite  a  ceremony  —  you  could 
even  call  it  a  spectacle  —  at  Fayet¬ 
teville,  Ark.,  come  Sunday.  It  seems 
Bill  Clinton  is  due  back  at  the  University  of 
Arkansas,  where  he  once  taught  law,  to  de¬ 
liver  the  first  in  a  new  lecture  series  named 
after  Dale  Bumpers  and  his  wife  Betty. 

It’s  a  perfect  pairing  when  you  think  about 
it.  For  it  was  Dale 
Bumpers  who  repre¬ 
sented  the  former  law 
professor,  attorney  gen¬ 
eral  of  Arkansas,  and 
president  of  the  United 
States  at  his  impeach¬ 
ment  trial  and,  even 
more  impressive,  got 
him  off. 

Now  the  duo  share 
billing  again.  It’ll  be 
like  the  old  days.  Only 
this  time  recollected  in  tranquility.  It’s  as  if 
the  actors  were  to  stage  a  reunion  long  after 
the  curtain  had  fallen  on  a  farce. 

Of  course,  Dale  Bumpers  would  want  Bill 
Clinton  there,  and  of  course  Slick  Willie  — 
now  Slick  William  in  his  dignified  older  years 
—  would  accept  the  invitation.  To  put  it  as 
plain  as  only  folk  wisdom  can,  one  hand 
washes  the  other  —  as  sure  as  night  follows 
day,  celebration  acquittal,  and  academic 
honors  high  office.  There’ll  be  no  need  to  go 
into  any  inconvenient  details  on  this  auspi¬ 
cious  occasion.  They  say  a  good  memory  is  a 
great  asset,  but  it’s  nothing  compared  to  the 
advantages  of  a  good  forgettery. 

O  Mencken!  Thou  shouldst  be  living  at  this 
hour!  The  mutual  flattery  should  be  hip 
deep,  and  the  speechifying  grandiloquent  — 
a  many-splendored  thing.  Also,  a  grand  exer¬ 
cise  in  historical  amnesia,  political  discre¬ 
tion  and  general  vapidity  of  the  highest 
order.  What  is  said  may  not  be  memorable 
—  the  speaker,  after  all,  will  be  Bill  Clinton 
—  but  what  goes  unsaid  will  surely  resound. 
At  least  among  those  with  memories  that  re¬ 
sist  later  editing. 

There  is  a  kind  of  genius  in  knowing  just 
what  not  to  say  on  such  occasions.  Both  hon- 
orees  showed  a  real  talent  for  it  in  the 


course  of  their  long  and  distinguished  politi¬ 
cal  careers.  See  the  former  president’s  testi¬ 
mony  under  oath,  and  his  able  counsel’s 
folksy  defense  of  it. 

Dale  Bumpers  may  have  begun  his  involve¬ 
ment  with  this  case  by  defending  only  one  lie 
in  a  sordid  little  matter,  but  he  was  soon 
playing  games  with  the  historical  record, 
too.  So  does  one  falsification  lead  to  another. 
It  happened  like  this: 

Sen.  Bumpers  chose  to  close  out  his  distin¬ 
guished  24-year  career  in  the  United  States 
Senate  with  an  eloquent  farewell  address 
(all  of  his  addresses  are  eloquent)  in  which 
he  used  a  great  quote  from  Harry  S.  Truman. 
It  was  his  warning  about  the  danger  that  the 
country  courts  when  it  has  a  president  who 
can’t  be  trusted  to  tell  the  truth: 

“The  only  time  this  country  ever  gets  into 
trouble  is  when  there  is  some  so-and-so  in 
the  White  House  lying  to  the  American  peo¬ 
ple.” 

The  quote  turned  out  to  be  an  unfortunate 
choice,  and  the  senator’s  timing  even  more 
so.  For  that  was  just  before  Mr.  Bumpers 
would  return  to  the  Senate  to  defend  his 
presidential  client  by  saying,  among  other 
dubious  things,  that  some  lies  by  a  president 
really  shouldn’t  be  taken  all  that  seriously. 

The  big  problem  with  that  selective  ap¬ 
proach  to  truth  is  that,  once  truth  has  been 
declared  expendable  where  one  subject  is 
concerned,  the  truth  about  anything  else  be¬ 
comes  contingent  on  whether  it  suits  our  po¬ 
litical  purposes,  too.  And  we  are  left 
unmoored.  Bill  Clinton  only  practiced  moral 
relativism;  in  defense  of  his  client,  Dale 
Bumpers  raised  it  to  a  philosophy. 

The  quotation  from  Harry  Truman  about 
the  dangers  of  presidential  dissimulation  re¬ 
mains  a  jewel,  if  a  kind  of  diamond  in  the 
rough.  For  when  Mr.  Truman  told  it  with  the 
bark  off,  the  result  was  a  kind  of  folk  art. 

Dale  Bumpers  said  hearing  Harry  Truman 
talk  about  the  importance  of  telling  the 
truth  was  a  Defining  Moment  in  his  own  life, 
but  he  would  soon  enough  forget  it.  At  least 
officially.  For  when  his  valedictory  address 
appeared  in  the  Congressional  Record,  the 
quote  from  Mr.  Truman  had  disappeared. 


Vanished.  Gone.  Down  the  memory  hole.  The 
official  record  had  been  “corrected.” 

When  the  omission  in  the  official  record 
was  noted,  it  was  blamed  on  somebody  else. 
Some  unidentified  underling  on  the  sena¬ 
tor’s  staff  must  have  dunnit. 

Could  it  have  been  the  senator  himself 
who’d  erased  the  quote  from  his  speech?  Oh, 
no,  it  had  gone  missing  when  “some  staff 
member  was  cleaning  it  up,”  explained  the 
Honorable  Dale  Bumpers. 

The  senator’s  loyal  staff  backed  him  up: 
He’d  had  no  role  in  the  deletion,  they 
claimed.  The  senator  hadn’t  even  known 
about  the  omission.  Case  closed.  The  usual 
anonymous  suspect  had  been  rounded  up. 

All  was  in  order. 

Ten  years  passed  in  the  usual  blur.  The 
body  had  been  buried,  the  questions  in¬ 
terred.  Any  doubts  lay  a-molderin’  in  the 
grave.  But  somewhere  deep,  conscience 
must  have  stirred.  Because  that’s  when  Dale 
Bumpers  fessed  up,  or  came  close  to  it. 
“Whatever  the  staff  did,”  he  said,  “I  probably 
instructed  them  to  do.”  Because  when  things 
were  edited  out  of  the  official  record,  he  ad¬ 
mitted,  “I  did  most  of  it  myself.” 

Some  of  us  had  suspected  as  much,  though 
I  for  one  wasn’t  about  to  say  so  —  not  with¬ 
out  a  confession.  Or  at  least  a  semi-confes¬ 
sion  like  this  one.  Call  it  a  hang-up  from  a 
brief,  inglorious  stint  as  a  court  reporter  for 
the  estimable  Columbia  Missourian  in  Harry 
Truman’s  home  state. 

All  journalism  students  at  Mizzou  were  as¬ 
signed  beats  on  the  local  paper  so  we  could 
learn  the  trade  under  the  watchful  eyes  of 
veteran  editors.  They  taught  us  not  to  leap  to 
conclusions  —  and  that  you  never,  ever  fid¬ 
dle  with  a  direct  quote.  It  was  a  useful  les¬ 
son.  Dale  Bumpers  might  have  profited  by  it. 

Some  of  us  still  miss  Harry  Truman.  His 
candor  could  be  embarrassing  — just  ask 
Bess  —  but  he  was  no  moral  relativist.  His 
aye  was  aye,  his  nay  nay.

When  work  is  a  family  matter 


CHICAGO  —  Last  week,  the  U.S.  De¬ 
partment  of  Homeland  Security  sent 
out  an  unusually  cheerful  press  re¬ 
lease:  “Border  Patrol  Academy  Graduates 
1000th  Class.” 

Forty-five  newbies 
got  through  the  Border 
Patrol  Academy  at  the 
Federal  Law  Enforce¬ 
ment  Training  Center 
(FLETC)  in  Artesia, 

N.M.,  one  of  the  most 
rigorous  federal  law  en¬ 
forcement  academies 
in  the  nation.  It  has 
graduated  nearly 
41,000  students  —  after  months  of  course- 
work  in  marksmanship  and  horsemanship, 
studying  immigration,  customs  and  drug 
laws,  plus  firearm  and  physical  training  — 
since  offering  its  first  session  in  1934  in  El 
Paso,  Texas.  At  the  ceremony,  Homeland  Se¬ 
curity  Secretary  Janet  Napolitano  said, 
“Today,  we  have  the  largest,  best  trained, 
and  best  equipped  Border  Patrol  we’ve  had 
at  any  time  in  our  nation’s  history,  and  I’m 
proud  of  all  the  brave  men  and  women  who 
dedicate  themselves  to  this  important  work.” 

More  than  a  third  of  those  brave  men  and 
women  employed  by  the  agency  are  His¬ 
panic.  Imagine  the  minefield  a  Hispanic  em¬ 


ployee  of  DHS  has  to  walk  through  when  at¬ 
tending  family  get-togethers  where  someone 
might  give  you  the  evil  eye  —  or  a  full-on 
tongue-lashing  —  for  working  for  “la  migra.” 

Over  the  years  I’ve  interviewed  Hispanic 
Border  Patrol  and  Immigration  and  Customs 
Enforcement  agents,  immigration  detention 
facility  officers  and  related  agency 
spokespersons.  They’ve  all  smiled  — 
broadly,  ruefully  —  when  asked  “What’s  it 
like  being  Hispanic  in  your  line  of  work? 
What  does  your  family  say?  How  do  you  re¬ 
spond  to  the  inevitable  ‘how  could  you?”’ 

Answers  range  from  “we  don’t  talk  about 
it”  to  “they’re  OK  with  it,”  and  “I  don’t  care 
about  those  who  call  me  a  sellout  or  a  trai¬ 
tor.”  Usually  they  have  at  least  one  horror 
story  about  a  relative  who  refuses  to  be  in 
the  same  room  with  them  at  holiday  parties 
—  sometimes  their  relatives  are  immigrant 
activists.  Many  describe  how  they  change 
the  subject  when  someone  tries  bringing  up 
contentious  immigration-related  subjects. 
Most  say  it’s  “usually  not  a  problem.” 

A  few  months  ago,  I  had  the  opportunity  to 
ask  a  graduate  of  FLETC  about  how  he  deals 
with  the  emotionally  thorny  issue  with  fam¬ 
ily  and  friends.  He  told  me  that  sometimes 
people  bug  their  eyes  out  when  they  learn 
that  anyone  of  Hispanic  descent  could  work 
at  an  agency  that  has  become  synonymous 


with  deporting  Latin  American  immigrants, 
but  that  DHS  is  a  great  place  to  build  a  ca¬ 
reer. 

The  agency  certainly  provides  lots  of  op¬ 
portunities.  According  to  DHS’  Equal  Em¬ 
ployment  Opportunity  Program  Status 
Report  for  fiscal  year  2010,  Hispanics  were 
the  largest  minority  group  of  employees,  rep¬ 
resenting  19  percent  of  the  workforce  — 
compared  to  Hispanics’  15  percent  share  of 
the  civilian  labor  force.  In  U.S.  Customs  and 
Border  Protection,  Hispanics  represent  35.8 
percent  of  the  total  workforce.  For  all  the 
flack  that  DHS  gets  from  immigrant  and  His¬ 
panic  advocacy  groups,  it  is  undeniable  that 
the  department  provides  good-paying  profes¬ 
sional  jobs  for  Hispanics.  All  controversy 
aside,  many  of  them  get  hired  on  without  a 
high  school  diploma  or  college  degree  — 
Border  Patrol,  for  instance,  is  one  of  the  few 
large  law  enforcement  agencies  that  don’t 
require  them.  That’s  quite  a  bridge  to  the 
American  dream.  So  congratulations  to  the 
1,000th  graduating  class  of  the  Border  Patrol 
Academy.  May  your  work  be  fulfilling,  your 
careers  exemplary  —  and  may  your  family 
leave  politics  out  of  the  potlucks  and  the  fi¬ 
estas.

2011  bad  year  for  measles

Dewayne  Taylor  is  a  Junc¬ 
tion  City  councilman  by 
night  and  a  hired  killer  by 
day. 

He  works  for  Four  Seasons 
Pest  Control,  “all  over  Ken¬ 
tucky,”  in  both  private  homes 
and  with  commercial  con¬ 
tracts.  His  job  includes  exter¬ 
minating  bed  bugs,  a  pest 
that  has  made  a  comeback  in 
the  United  States  since  the 
use  of  DDT  was  discontin¬ 
ued. 

“I  see  ads  with  companies 
guaranteeing  to  get  rid  of 
them,  but  no  reputable  com¬ 
pany  would  say  such  a  thing,” 
said  Taylor.  “We  treat  and,  if 
needed,  we  treat  again.  You 
go  on  vacation  and  bring 
them  back,  and  we  treat 
again.  It’s  probably  going  to 
be  an  ongoing  battle.” 

The  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention  say 
the  bugs  carry  no  diseases 
but,  like  mosquitos,  feed  on 
blood  and  can  cause  itchy 
red,  welt-like  bites.  They  can 
hitchhike  into  homes  on  the 
bottoms  of  shoes,  luggage  or 
infested  furniture  and  hide 
in  places  like  crevices  of 
mattresses  and  behind  head- 
boards  attached  to  walls. 

One  of  the  tell-tale  signs  of 
their  existence  is  dark- 
stained  splotches  in  the 
seams  of  mattresses  or  box 
springs  or  bedside  uphol¬ 
stered  chairs.  The  stains  are 
the  dried  excrement  pro¬ 
duced  from  digesting  human 
blood. 

Taylor  said  the  real  dam¬ 
age  an  infestation  does  is  to 
people’s  nerves.  “It’s  men¬ 
tally  a  strain.  The  nerves  get 
all  tore  up.” 

When  treating  homes  for 


bed  bugs,  Taylor  wears  a  haz- 
mat  suit  that  he  throws  away 
afterward. 

“The  main  thing  is  to  keep 
people  out  after  we  apply 
chemicals,”  he  said.  “At  least 
six  hours,  but  I’d  say  24  to  be 
certain.” 


In  addition  to  chemicals, 
there’s  a  new  weapon  in  the 
fight  to  eradicate  bed  bugs 
—  dogs.  A  home  infested 
with  bed  bugs  smells  like 
over-ripe  raspberries.  Dogs 
already  work  hard  sniffing 
out  drugs  and  bombs  and 
people  trapped  in  rubble 
after  disasters.  Turns  out, 
man’s  best  friend  can  be 
trained  to  detect  bed  bugs, 
even  one  tiny  egg  hidden  for 
training  purposes. 

Twix,  a  beagle/basset  mix, 
was  probably  about  2  years 
old  when  a  trainer  from  one 
of  the  companies  Orkin  uses, 
K9  Operations  in  Romulus, 
Mich.,  got  her  from  a  rescue 
shelter  and  sent  her  to 
school. 


Dave  Lucas,  who  has  been 
with  Orkin  in  Cincinnati 
since  1997,  saw  a  bulletin  in 
an  employee  newsletter  so¬ 
liciting  in-house  for  an  em¬ 
ployee  interested  in 
becoming  a  handler  for  a 
bed  bug  detection  dog. 


Lucas  applied,  and  soon  the 
two  were  partners. 

“We  went  to  school  to¬ 
gether  for  three  and  a  half 
weeks,”  Lucas  said.  “The  key 
was  to  get  us  working  to¬ 
gether  as  a  team.” 

Besides  areas  in  Ohio, 
they  go  to  locations  in  Indi¬ 
ana  and  Kentucky  from 
Louisville  to  Lexington. 

Sometimes  people  call 
and  ask  specifically  for  a 
dog,  and  other  times  the 
company  suggests  the  serv¬ 
ice. 

Given  the  confidence  in 
their  expertise,  customers 
are  nearly  always  satisfied. 

“I’ve  had  customers  cry  on 
me,  and  we  leave  some  very 
happy,”  Lucas  said. 


ATLANTA  (AP)  —  Health 
officials  say  last  year  was  the 
worst  year  for  measles  in  the 
U.S.  in  15  years. 

There  were  222  cases  of 
measles  reported.  Most  of 
the  cases  were  imported  — 
either  by  visiting  foreigners 
or  by  U.S.  residents  who 
picked  up  the  virus  overseas. 

Health  official  say  out¬ 


breaks  in  the  U.S.  have  been 
fueled  by  low  vaccination 
rates  in  Europe  and  else¬ 
where. 

There  were  no  deaths  in 
the  U.S.  but  about  a  third  of 
the  people  were  hospital¬ 
ized.  At  least  two-thirds  of 
the  Americans  who  got  the 
measles  hadn’t  been  vacci¬ 
nated.

Small  plane  sinks  into  Gulf;  no  sign  of  pilot 


PENSACOLA,  Fla.  (AP)  —  A 
pilot  flying  a  Cessna  across  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  stopped  responding 
to  radio  calls  including  those  from 
two  F-15  aviators  who  flew  along¬ 
side  and  monitored  the  plane  for 
hours  as  it  made  a  corkscrew  path 
through  the  sky  before  crashing 
into  the  ocean  Thursday,  authori¬ 
ties  said. 

Coast  Guard  crews  saw  no  signs 
that  the  pilot  —  the  lone  person 
aboard  —  survived.  The  plane 
landed  right-side  up  on  the  ocean 
surface  and  had  been  floating 
right  after  the  crash,  said  Chief 
John  Edwards.  However,  the 
Cessna  42 1C  later  sank  into  the 
Gulf  about  120  miles  west  of 
Tampa,  Fla.,  in  about  1,500  feet  of 


water. 

The  plane  was  headed  from 
Slidell,  La.,  to  Sarasota,  Fla.,  and 
controllers  lost  contact  with  it 
about  9  a.m.  EDT,  said  Federal  Avi¬ 
ation  Administration  spokes¬ 
woman  Kathleen  Bergen.  The 
plane  went  down  about  12:10  p.m. 
and  authorities  were  investigating 
but  have  released  no  information 
about  what  may  have  gone  wrong. 

The  New  Orleans  National 
Guard  jets  were  already  on  a  mis¬ 
sion  over  the  Gulf  when  Jack¬ 
sonville  air  traffic  controllers 
asked  the  military  if  it  could  check 
on  the  plane  that  was  orbiting 
near  one  of  Eglin  Air  Force  Base’s 
warning  areas  over  the  Gulf,  Ed¬ 
wards  said.  The  fighter  jets  caught 


up  with  the  plane  and  reported 
that  it  was  fluctuating  between 
25,000  and  35,000  feet  and  its 
windshield  was  iced  over. 

They  could  not  hail  the  pilot, 
whom  authorities  have  not  identi¬ 
fied. 

Bill  Huete,  a  mechanic  at  the 
Slidell  Airport,  said  Dr.  Peter 
Hertzak,  an  OB-GYN  who  worked 
in  the  community  just  northeast  of 
New  Orleans,  was  the  only  person 
who  piloted  the  plane.  Huete  said 
the  doctor’s  wife  told  him  her  hus¬ 
band  was  flying  the  plane  that 
morning. 

Huete  had  worked  on  the  plane 
for  Hertzak  and  has  known  the 
doctor  and  his  family  for  years. 

“I  met  him  years  ago  when  he 


was  looking  to  start  flying  again 
and  bought  this  plane,”  said  Huete. 

A  computer-generated  image 
provided  by  FlightAware,  a  private 
aviation  flight  path  service,  shows 
the  plane  traveling  in  several  cir¬ 
cles  over  the  Gulf  before  going 
down.  A  C130  and  a  helicopter 
looked  for  debris  from  the  sub¬ 
merged  plane,  said  Coast  Guard 
Petty  Officer  Elizabeth  Borderland. 
A  cutter  would  remain  in  the  area 
all  night,  she  said. 

Huete  described  Hertzak  as  an 
excellent  pilot.  “He  flew  by  the 
book  and  he  didn’t  scrimp  on 
maintenance,”  Huete  said. 

No  one  answered  the  door  at  an 
address  listed  for  Hertzak  and  calls 
to  the  home  rang  unanswered. 


The  Band’s 
Levon  Helm 
passes  at  71 

ALBANY, N.Y.  (AP)—  With 
songs  like  “The  Night  They  Drove 
Old  Dixie  Down,”  ‘’The  Weight”  and 
“Up  on  Cripple  Creek,”  The  Band 
fused  rock,  blues,  folk  and  gospel 
to  create  a  sound  that  seemed  as 
authentically  American  as  a 
Mathew  Brady  photograph  or  a 
Mark  Twain  short  story. 

In  truth,  the  group  had  only  one 
American  —  Levon  Helm. 

Helm,  the  drummer  and  singer 
who  brought  an  urgent  beat  and  a 
genuine  Arkansas  twang  to  some  of 
The  Band’s  best-known  songs  and 
helped  turn  a  bunch  of  musicians 
known  mostly  as  Bob  Dylan’s 
backup  group  into  one  of  rock’s 
most  leg¬ 
endary  acts, 
has  died.  He 
was  71. 

Helm,  who 
was  found  to 
have  throat 
cancer  in 
1998,  died 
Thursday  af¬ 
ternoon  of 
complications 
from  cancer  at 
Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center  in 
New  York  City,  said  Lucy  Sabini  of 
Vanguard  Records.  On  Tuesday,  a 
message  on  his  website  said  he  was 
in  the  final  stages  of  cancer. 

Helm  and  his  bandmates  — 
Canadians  Rick  Danko,  Garth  Hud¬ 
son,  Robbie  Robertson  and  Richard 
Manuel  —  were  musical  virtuosos 
who  returned  to  the  roots  of  Ameri¬ 
can  music  in  the  late  1960s  as 
other  rockers  veered  into  psyche¬ 
delia,  heavy  metal  and  jams.  The 
group’s  1968  debut,  “Music  From 
Big  Pink,”  and  its  follow-up,  “The 
Band,”  remain  landmark  albums  of 
the  era,  and  songs  such  as  “The 
Weight,”  ‘’Dixie  Down”  and  “Crip¬ 
ple  Creek”  have  become  rock  stan¬ 
dards. 

Early  on,  The  Band  backed  Dylan 
on  his  sensational  and  controver¬ 
sial  electric  tours  of  1965-66.

As  a  lifelong  Kentucky  fan,  Ep¬ 
person  said  he  has  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  doing  a  project  focused 
on  basketball  in  some  capacity, 
but  never  felt  he  had  the  right 
idea  at  the  right  time.  During  the 
2010-2011  season,  he  and  fellow 
producers  began  filming,  but  did¬ 
n’t  become  serious  about  the 


project  until  the  2011-2012  sea¬ 
son. 

The  idea  to  focus  on  the  fans 
came  when  Steve  Bates  heard  his 
sister  talking  about  the  unique 
fans  in  Kentucky. 

“It  was  like,  ‘Ding!  That’s  it,”’ 
Bates  said  of  the  idea. 

With  so  much  hype  surround¬ 
ing  the  team  that  would  eventu¬ 
ally  become  the  2012  national 
champions,  the  group  knew  the 
time  had  to  come  to  make  the 
documentary  a  priority.  After 
Kentucky’s  Final  Four  run  in 
2011,  Bates  said  the  producers 
were  worried  they  had  missed 
the  perfect  opportunity  to  docu¬ 
ment  fan  reactions. 

“We  said,  ‘This  is  it,  no  ex¬ 
cuses,”’  Bates  said. 

Epperson  is  best  known  for  his 
appearance  on  reality  TV  show 
“The  Lot,”  a  competition  between 
up-and-coming  directors.  Cruse  is 
the  morning  and  12:30  p.m.  field 
anchor  for  WLEX  news. 

Epperson,  Cruse,  and  Steve 
and  Tim  Bates  acknowledge  their 
own  fandom  but,  as  they  see  it, 
that  makes  them  the  perfect  peo¬ 
ple  to  tell  the  story. 

“It  is  such  a  big  event,  it’s  such 
a  big  organization,  and  it’s

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seismic  in  its  movement. 
Somebody’s  gonna  do  a  docu¬ 
mentary  on  it. ...  We  prefer  to 
tell  our  own  story,  as  opposed 
to  someone  in  New  York  or 
L.A.,”  Cruse  said.  “It’s  an 
honest  portrayal,  but  it’s  not 
a  hit  piece.” 

The  film  includes  inter¬ 
views  with  former  players, 
like  Josh  Harrellson,  and  for¬ 
mer  coach  Joe  B.  Hall.  Even  a 
few  Winchester  fans,  includ¬ 
ing  Rob  Pedigo,  who  helped 
create  the  UK  fan  site  Tail¬ 
gate  Review,  will  be  featured. 

Fans  can  find  updated  in¬ 
formation  about  the  project 
and  view  clips  at  www.face- 
book.com/6thmanmovie. 

Producers  are  shooting  for 
an  October  release  date,  in 
conjunction  with  2012  Big 
Blue  Madness.  They  are  cur¬ 
rently  working  on  a  distribu¬ 
tion  deal,  and  would  like  to 
host  screenings  of  the  film 
throughout  the  state.  With  so 
many  Winchester  people  in¬ 
volved  in  the  project,  Cruse 
and  Epperson  did  not  reel 
out  a  Winchester  premier, 
though  nothing  formal  has 
been  planned  yet. 


Information  will  be  avail¬ 
able  on  the  Facebook  page. 

Throughout  the  filming 
process,  Epperson  said  he 
has  learned  he’s  “not  as  big 
of  a  fan  as  I  thought  I  was.” 

No  matter  how  deep  a  fan’s 
devotion,  Epperson  said, 
there  is  always  going  to  be 
someone  willing  to  go  one 
step  further. 

“It’s  all  crazy.  It  makes  no 
sense,  but  I  still  understand 
it.  I  may  not  be  as  zealous  as 
they  are  (fans  chronicled  in 
the  film),  but  I  have  new  em¬ 
pathy,”  Cruse  said. 

And  the  filmmakers  are 
adamant  that  there  is  no  fan 
in  the  world  like  a  Kentucky 
fan. 

“We  make  a  pretty  good 
case  that  it’s  the  most  pas¬ 
sionate  fan  base  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  sport.  It  may  be 
Alabama  football,  Notre 
Dame  football,  the  New  York 


Yankees  or  Manchester 
United  over  in  England,  but 
we  always  come  out  on  top,” 
Cruse  said. 

A  promotional  video  avail¬ 
able  on  Facebook  and  Vimeo 
compares  the  Big  Blue  hype 
to  a  religion. 

“It  is  everything  to  the 
Commonwealth,”  Cruse  said 
in  the  video. 

Even  reviled  former  Duke 
University  basketball  player 
Christian  Laettner  shares 
some  perspective:  “It’s  been 
20  years.  Get  over  it.” 

An  unidentified  fan  waiting 
for  tickets  to  Big  Blue  Mad¬ 
ness,  when  asked  about  the 
madness,  can  only  come  up 
with  one  explanation:  “It’s 
Kentucky  basketball.”

Summitt  enjoyed  ‘great  ride’ 


KNOXVILLE,  Term.  (AP) 

—  Pat  Summitt  was  relaxed, 
smiling  and  even  cracking 
jokes  —  looking  and  sounding 
totally  at  peace  knowing  she 
will  never  coach  her  beloved 
Tennessee  Lady  Vols  again. 

The  Hall  of  Fame  coach 
who  just  eight  months  ago  re¬ 
vealed  she  had  been  diag¬ 
nosed  with  early-onset 
dementia,  Alzheimer’s  type, 
has  turned  the  program  over 
to  longtime  assistant  Holly 
Warlick. 

“It  was  really  a  great  ride 


for  me,”  Summitt  said  Thurs¬ 
day,  speaking  on  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  basketball  court 
named  after  her  before  a 
crowd  of  about  200  fans,  fac¬ 
ulty  and  friends. 

“I  just  felt  like  it  was  time 
for  me  to  step  down  knowing 
that  Holly  was  going  to  be  in 
great  hands,”  Summitt  said. 
“She’s  a  great  coach  and  you 
know  I’m  going  to  continue  to 
support  her.  You  know  It’s 
never  a  good  time,  but  you 
have  to  find  the  time  that  you 
think  is  the  right  time  and 


that  is  now.” 

She  will  become  Ten¬ 
nessee’s  new  “head  coach 
emeritus”  with  the  school  pay¬ 
ing  her  the  $1  million  bonus 
she  had  been  due  once  she 
coached  her  40th  season. 

There  were  season-long 
questions  about  Summitt’s 
health,  but  the  mood  at  the 
press  conference  was  upbeat. 
Summitt,  who  turns  60  in 
June,  joked  how  coming  to 
work  every  day  in  her  new 
role  and  staying  around

“Hardly!” 

Summitt  won  more  games 
than  anyone  else  in  NCAA  col¬ 
lege  basketball  during  her  38 
years  at  Tennessee. 

And  while  the  ride  on  the 
coaching  carousel  may  be  over 
for  her,  but  there  are  more 
challenges  and  honors  ahead.

Legendary  coach  Larry  Brown  accepted  the  job  at  Southern  Methodist  University  Thursday. 
Brown,  71,  has  been  out  of  coaching  the  past  two  seasons. 


Brown  returns  to  college 
ranks,  takes  over  at  SMU 


DALLAS  (AP)  —  Larry  Brown  is  returning  to 
college  to  get  back  into  coaching. 

The  71-year-old  Hall  of  Fame  coach  was  hired 
Thursday  at  SMU.  It  is  his  first  college  job  in 
nearly  a  quarter  century,  and  comes  with  a 
struggling  program  that  is  headed  to  the  Big 
East  after  next  season. 

“It’s  a  challenge  like  everything.  The  greater 
the  challenge,  the  greater  the  opportunity,” 
Brown  told  The  Associated  Press  by  phone  from 
his  home  in  Philadelphia. 

Brown,  the  only  coach  to  win  both  an  NBA 
championship  and  NCAA  title,  hasn’t  coached 
since  leaving  the  Charlotte  Bobcats  in  Decem¬ 
ber  2010  after  the  NBAs  team’s  9-19  start.  His 
contract  there  was  to  run  through  the  end  of 
the  current  season. 

SMU  hasn’t  won  an  NCAA  tournament  game 
since  1988,  the  year  Brown  led  Kansas  to  the 
national  championship  in  his  last  season  as  a 
college  coach. 

“It’s  not  like  I  haven’t  been  involved.  I  live  in 
Villanova,  I’ve  been  to  Kentucky’s  practices  the 
last  two  years,  Kansas  practices,  Maryland’s 
practices  and  Villanova.  I’ve  probably  seen 
them  practice  50  times  a  year,”  Brown  said 
when  asked  about  returning  to  the  college  level. 

“People  have  to  understand,  you’re  coaching 
college  kids  in  the  NBA,  so  I’ve  found  out  kids 
want  to  be  taught,  they  want  to  be  coached, 
they  want  to  get  better,”  he  said.  “I  really  think 
the  fact  that  I’ve  had  a  background  in  both 
areas  is  going  to  help  me.” 

The  Mustangs  fired  Matt  Doherty  last  month 
after  six  seasons. 

“Larry  Brown  is  one  of  the  top  coaches  in  the 
history  of  the  game,”  said  SMU  athletic  director 


Steve  Orsini.  “He  is  a  legend  and  has  made 
every  team  he  has  ever  coached  a  winner.  As  we 
transition  into  the  nation’s  top  basketball  con¬ 
ference,  the  Big  East,  his  leadership  will  be  in¬ 
valuable.” 

Details  of  Brown’s  deal,  including  the  length 
of  the  contract,  weren’t  released  by  the  private 
school.  Brown  said  he  wasn’t  ready  to  discuss 
who  his  assistant  coaches  would  be.  He  said  he 
has  had  plenty  of  inquiries  about  joining  his 
staff. 

“That’s  the  hardest  thing,  I  think,”  he  said.  “I 
don’t  have  enough  jobs  to  help  people  that  have 
been  great  to  me.  It’s  been  pretty  painful  in  that 
respect.” 

SMU  will  be  Brown’s  14th  job  in  a  four- 
decade  coaching  career. 

Brown’s  first  coaching  job  was  at  Davidson  in 
1972,  though  he  didn’t  coach  a  game  there  be¬ 
fore  going  to  the  ABA  and  then  the  NBA.  He 
coached  at  UCLA  (1979-81)  and  Kansas  (1983- 
88)  and  was  the  coach  of  the  2004  U.S.  Olympic 
team  that  had  a  disappointing  bronze-medal 
finish. 

“We’re  talking  about  a  Hall  of  Fame  coach 
that’s  won  both  an  NCAA  and  NBA  champi¬ 
onship  and  is  the  only  coach  to  ever  do  so,”  said 
Kentucky  coach  John  Calipari,  who  just  won  the 
NCAA  championship  and  was  an  assistant 
under  Brown  at  Kansas  from  1983-85.  “He’s 
been  a  friend  and  mentor  for  years  and  I  look 
forward  to  watching  him  take  SMU  to  new 
heights.” 

SMU  last  went  to  the  NCAA  tournament  in 
1993,  five  years  after  beating  Notre  Dame  in  a 
first-round  game.
